Alvah Wiswall, Master of 
St. John's Guild; but benevolent merchants, 
‘bakers, and ladies have contributed both time 
and money to nid the object; and about $3,000 
in badd, aud donations. constantly coming in. as- 
sure the success of this new enterprise. The 
arge Chicago has been hiréd for the season, 
da ving been donated the first trip, and the idea 
is, to sail out into the ocean, anchoring opposite 
Fort Schuyler, aud moving around in the fresh 
sea-breeze, until the barge again lands her liv- 
ing freight at the differont docks, about 5 in the 
evening. 
1 were 700 sick and ailing ones who took

The Invasion of Nebraska—Letter from 

Mr. Francis Colton. 

From the Omaha Herald. 
The damsge done this State by the hop- 
pestiience will be best repaired by ascer- 
aming and then admitting its actual extent. 
The Heraid has not attempted the vain role of 
concealmeut. For nearly twenty years our soils 
aud climate, dy any in this altitude, - 
have produced an unbroken succession of good 
crops. This year the grasshopper pestilence has 
inthcted a great injury upon certain districts of 
the State by destroying the coru aud vegetable 
crops, except fine grains, whith is in the main 
large and bounti Inquiries pour in upon us 
as to the actual facts of the case, and, whilst it 
is impossible to asceriain the whole truth about 
it, we feel bound to give such information to our 
people, and to those seeking it sbroad, 
as shall place the matter in its true light. It 


‘is in accordance with this line of policy 


that we print the following letter from Mr. 
Samuel A. Kchols, of Georgia, and a letter in 
reply from Mr. Francis Colton, ho, having vis- 
ited various ious of the stricken districts of 
the State, is better able to gtve the facts than we 
are. Mr. Colton’s article was written at our re- 
quest, and may beimplicitty retied upon as a fair 
and truthful statement of the situation. 

As to the telegram to which Mr. Echols calls 
attentiou, itis an exaggerated statement. The 
river tier of counties where settlements are most 
dense will raise a large corn as sell as wheat 
crop. A few settlers, homesteaders, are leaving 
the Republican Valley from necessity, but we 
believe they will return again. 

Mr. Echols writes : 

ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 7. 
Dr. George L. Mitler, Béditor of the Herald: 

Dear Siz: I beg your attention to the follow- 
ing Associated Press dispatch, published in the 
pavers throughout the country to-day : 

St. Josxrn, Mo., Aug. 6,—The grasshoppers have 
entirely destroyed the corn crop m Western Kansas 


and Nebraska. It is doubtful if a thousand bushels be 


raised im those States. Hundreds of settlers are sell- 


out and removing. Insects swarming. 
ears are expréssed that all the corn west of the 
Missouri River may be destroyed by the grasshoppers. 
I am aware that there has been great damage 
done the corn crop of Nebraska, but is the de- 
struction as coniplete as is represented above, 
and are there hundreds of settlers selling out 
and removing, as stated in this ‘telegram ? 
Knowing tifat you are in a position acquainting 


vou fully with tho facts in the case, I would like 


to know if there is really sucha prospect of 
starvation as to cause settlers to leave the State, 
and justly to deter others from moving in. I 
will thank you fora statement of the situation, 
and feel acsured that you will state only facts,

MR. FRANCIS COLTON'’S STATEMENT AND VIEWS. 
Da. Mun: At the requent of yourself and 


other friends, I will make a few brief, hasty | 


statemenis regarding the present cogditiou of 
Nebraska as I have seen it during a trip through 
the State along the railroad, and more partica - 
larly from observations made iu the interior 
where 1 have driven 250 miles in wagons. 

It would be useless to disguise the fact that 
the country has suffered severely by the visita- 
tions of the grasshoppers through large sections 
of the State. But we are apt to forget that the 
crop of Nebraska is largely small grain, which, 
for the most part, was secured before the grass- 


| hoppers came. 


The breadth of land sown to wheat and oats is 


immense. I was continually surprised by the | 


extent covered by small grains. 
more encou aging, 18 the fact that the wheat is of 
such superior quality and so well 


What is still | 
secured. The | 


harvest has been uninterrupted by rains; the | 


farmers have worked nights as weil as days in 
harvesting the crop. The heading machines 
have saved the time and labor of binding and 
hauling, so that the great scope of country seed- 
ed has been harvested in excellent condition. 
The berry of the wheat is biight and plump. as 
a rule; in fact, there is scarcev an exception in 
all my observations; and I have been careful to 
shell ont the beads and tample a great number 
of fields in different counties. The osts are not 
s0 immensely abundant in yield, but are of «a 
good quality. I eannot go into detail of sections 
and counties, but the foregoing statemeat is the 
general fact. 
Now, as to the corn crop, I am compeiled to 
acknowledge that it isa failure—that is, wheo 
compared with what it promised, for, in spite of 
the dry season, the corn which was untouched 
by the grasshoppers is marvelous in size of 
stalks, unbroken ros, and —— of ears. 
Such a drought as Nebraska has experienced this 
year would have caused an entire failure of all 
crops in Illinois, especially corn, which matures 
so much later than sméll grain,.and feels the 
dry weather far more. Indeed illinois, could 
have produced no small grain with such a dry 
season as this has been. 9 beheve that the soil 
of Nebraska will produce acrop with twice the 
lack of moisture or with double the floods of 
rain which Ilunois cen endure. 
1 say this after careful observations since 
1969 in this State and with a koowledge of Lili- 
nois for many years. 
That the corn crop isa failure in Nebraska 
this year in 2 large porifon of the State must be 
allowed—siili there is.a bright side to this. 
There is a large portion of the oldest and most 
thickly settled portion of Nebraska where the 
, é by grasshoppers, 
and in those sections will yield abandantly ; 
while, in other — the grasshoppers passed 
over it early, before it was silked out, and, al- 
though they stripped the fields bare, yet by sub- 
sequent rains and the recuperative power of the 
soll, the new leaves were in afew days grown 
and the ears put out to a considerable extent ; 
so much so that many fields will produce from 
one-quarter & one-half crop. 
Those who bave suffered most by the grass- 
hopper raid will be the new comers of this last 
year, whose crop consists chiefly of corn—much 
of it on sod. Buch unfortuaate settlers will 
feel their loss severely, and, in many 
inetances, must suffer for lack of food un- 
that they will be helped is 
certain, for the sympathies of early settlers in a 
new country are always alive to such appeais to 
their benevolence. Section, township, and 
county aid will be furaished, and tais is the best 
mode of doing it. State aid is uncalled for, and 
would be foolish aad expensive, and is entirely 


unnecessary. 

While we acknowledge that the calamity is 
great and severe in individual cases, yet it is not 
nearly so great as many would have us believe. 
Taking the State as a whole, the condition is 
apything but discouraging. On the contrary, 
Nebraska will furnish an immense us of 
breadstuffs for export, which will be sold at re- 
muverative figures, and bring a large amount of 
money into tae State this fall aud winter. 

The oat crop is sufficient if prope:ly distrib- 
uted, to feed the stock. While the grass crop, 
although not as abundant as usual, will yet be 
carefully cut and securely stacked. The dry 
weather is very favorable for this crop in secur- 
ing a good quality of hay, which, of itself, will 
winter in fair condition the cattle, horses, and 
sheep. The swine of course require cora, and in 
many sections can be but poorly fatted. although 
the farmers will feed such grain as they have, 
and make their own meat for the winter. 

The conclusion drawn from these observations 
is that there is much more in the outlook to 
be thankful for than to discourage. is 
the best by far of all the Western States in all 
that to make a great, rich, agricultural 
Btate.

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Capt. A. F. Betler Killed, in the Presenee 
, of His Wife, by a Negro. 


The Murderer Taken from Jail by a Bedy 
of Men, and Riddled with Bullets. 


From the Savannah (Ga.) News, Awp. 17, 

Our comnminity yesterday was paiofuliy excit- 
ed over tho announcement that t. A. F. Bu t- 
ler, L mative of this citv, sen of our well-known 
towusman, Gilbert Butler, Eeq., and a gentle- 
man universally loved and esteemed for his 
many noble qualities, had been billed in Augusta 
(where ho had been residing for the past several 
years), on Saturday night bry negro. 

Mr. Gilbert Butler reeeived a dispatch on Sat- 
urday night anuouueing that his son had been 
shot by a negro whilst getting off the street-oars, 
aud that he was supposed to be mortally wound- 
ed. A second telegram, twelve hours later, 
broughtthe distressing pews ef the death of 
Capt. Butler. 

PARTICULARS OF THE CRIME. ä 

The Augusta papers give full accounts of the 
fiendish crime, very similar, though slightly dif- 
fering in the de of the origin. © present 
below the Chronicle and Sentinels report of the 
Occurrence iu full: 

** Yesterday af ternoon, about 7 o'clock, Capt. 
A. F. Butler, Agent of the South Carolina Hall- 
road—who, wuh his wife and a.child of Mr. 
Joba Tarver, had been to the cemetery, aud. was 
returning with them iu a street-car to his resi- 
dence—rang the bell at the intersection of 


Broad and Marbury streets. fer the car—No. 15, 


diiven by Mr. Haze—to stop. Tue car immedi- 
ately halted, and Capt. Butler walked to the rear 
platform, followed by bis Wife and the child. 
On reaching the platform he found a mulatto 
named Gabriel Murrell sitting on the step on the 
side where he expected to get out. Capt. But 
ler requested the man to move, and pushed hum 
Slightly With his hand. The mulatto got up aud 
stoed on the plaitorm while Capt. Butler de- 
scended to the ground and put out his hand to 
his wife to hep her down. As he did this, 
Michael Marrell, a brother of Gabriel, violently 
pushed Mrs. Butler down, While Gabriel himself 
drew & pistol, pointed it at Capt. Butler, ami 
pulled the trigger. The weapon was discharged, 
and the ball, speeding on its terrible mission, 
struck Capt. Butler immediately ever the left 
temple and 
PENETRATED TO THE BRAIN. 

„Capt. Butler staggered back and fell heavily 
to the earth, (he blood pouring in torrents from 
the wound, Agouzed beyoud expression at see- 
ing ber husband 80 brutally shot down, Mrs. 
Butler screamed in the most heartrending man- 
ner, and called for belp. Several gentlemen end 
a number of colored people rushed to the spot 
to render all possible assistance. Messers. Hy- 
ams, Roulette, Sturman, and Rayer, together 
with three colored men, picked up Capt. Butler, 
who was in convulsions, and conveyed him to 
his residence at the corner of Greene and Mar- 
bary streets, where he was soon waitel upon 
by Dis. H. F. and A. 8. Campbell, L. D. and 
DeSaussare Ford, Robert Eye, and others. 

The fiendish assassin, as soon as he com- 
mitted the foul deed, jumped from the platform 
of the car on the side opposite to that where he 
was first sitting, threw down bis pistol, an Allen 
& Whelock six-shooter, and ran towards the 
northeast corner of Broad and Marbury streets. 
with the expectatiou, evidentiy, of making his 
escape. Batin this he was disappointed. At 
the time the shooting occurred Policeman W. D. 
Tinley was walking down the pavement on the 
south side of Broad street, a short distance be- 
low Marbury, and on hearing the shot wheelea 
quick iy and saw the mulatto running. He im- 
mediately gave chase, pulled out his pistol! and 
ordered Mafrell to stop. As the latter paid no 
heed to this the latter fired.

N the greatest 
volume of water comes with the frst rush, and 
should the sun bappen to be shiping upon the 
water columus as they rise the effect w grand in 
the extreme.

Thorshavn, Faroe (July 26), Correspondence of the 
Lomo 4 Utes,

A FEARFUL FATE. 


A Woman and Three Children Burned 
to Death. 
From the Yankton (Dakota) Press 

The dreadful rumors of the buruing of Mr. P. 
Schaffhausen’s house and family on Monday 
night at 12 o'clock were confirmed yesterday by 
the arrival of Mr. N. Schaffhausen, who said he 
had just helped bury the remalus of all four 
victims, and who gave our reporter the follow- 
ing heartrending account: “His brother Peter 
was harvestupg at some distance from bis home, 
a „mall frame house 4 miles north of Bon Hom- 
me. His wife waked up to fiud the house rapid- 
1 buruiog down, seized her babe and ran out 

oora, Instantly” she heard her two other litile 
children screaming for her to help them ont; so 
she laid down the baby and dashed in through 
the blazing doorway, getting severely burned. 
The pain and burning of that fiery furnace drove 
her frantic, yp 4— 40 aid her burning chil- 
dren, or escape b 
window at the other end. Tearing out the glass 
madly and cutting her hands she at last broke 
out the sash aud crawled out alone, stark naked 
and burned neacly to death, her night-dress be- 
ing entirely consumed. Her chiltren were 
abandoned to a speedy death, and even her babe 
outside was found ne burned by the driving 
flames and heat of the house, being laid too 
near and in the way of the wind. 

Seizing her dying babe she ran three-quarters 
of a mile toa neighbor's house, filing the air 
With agonizing shrieks and startling the people 
lou before she had got there. The man, seeing 
a naked, frantic person at his very window-pane, 
holding an infant, was frightened with thoughts 
of Indians till he caughtafew words of Ger- 
mao among her cries, when he and his family 
took them into the house and did all in their 
— to relieve their agonies and save their 

ves. Her husband was brought as soon as 
possible, and his terrible grief at the destruction 
of everything that made lifé dear to him was 
pitiful to see, 

Mrs. 8. became r- as soon as cared for 
by her friends, aud only revived enouga to talk 
lueidly with her husband. Her internal burning 
from inhaling fire was thought to be her worst 
injury. The babe expired a little before she did. 
The neighbors who visited the ruins of their 
home found only charred bones and a burnt 
fragment of a little childish form among the 
ashes. They were all buried in one grave. The 
dying mother coud give no account of the 
cause or progress of the fire. No fire had been 
used since her baking bréad, about 2 p. m., and 
the cause of the disaster was very mveterious. 
The mere narration of these facts will cause 
sympathizing hearts everywhere to bleed for the 
sufferings of the living aud the dead, and the 

man who is left alone and their other rela- 
tives should have all commiseration and assist- 
ance.

Marshall Jewell has returned home, dutifully 
paid his respects to the President at Long 
Branch, and gone to Hartford for recreation.

There is nothing like enterprise in this world, 
especially when it is cheap, and costs neither 
money nor trouble. The Chicago Times just 
now is afflicted with this kind of enterprise in 
the matter of special trains, and is blowing 
ite borne as vigorously as if it owned all the rail- 
roads centering in Chicago, and diapatcbed all 
the trains upon them. It has been the regular 
practice of the Northwestern Road to send out 
a train of empty cars to Clinton every Saturday 
night. Recently, the managers of the road 
changed the time of this regular train to Sunday 
morning, in order to accommodate the Chicago 
newspapers published on that morning. Straight- 
way the Times comes out with a flamboyant an- 
nouacement of its special train,” and prints a 
tume-tabie. In order to further accommodate the 
newspapers, this Sunday train’s time has been 
so fixed as to enable it to connect at Turner’s 
Junction with another empty regular train, 
which runs up the Fox River Valley to Algon- 
quin after milk. The Times thereupou blows 
another blast about its “ special train,” and pub- 
lishes a time-table, when the fact is that the 
Fox River train is a regular train carrying back 
the Algonquin milk-cans as empty as the Times 
itself. If there is any enterprise at all in this, it 
is the enterprise of the Northwestern Road, 
which gives the people along its lines an oppor- 
tunity to get Taz Cuicaco Tripuneg, and other 
Chicago papers. Our special train and our 
time-table are simply gratuitous pieces of im- 
pudence. The Times bas just as much ground

It has never occurred to us, however, to 
claim these regular trains as special to Tux 
TRIBUNE, nor to delude people with the idea that 
it was any particular enterprise on our part to 
deliver Taipunes to our rural readers on Sunday 
morning, nor to publish a time-table for the 
benefit of those readers, who are quite as well 
aware when the regular trains reach their 
stations as we are. It being the Times’ idea of 
enterprise, however, to claim empty trains 
and milk-cars which are making regular 
trips as its special trains, what a 
maagnificent field offers itself to {hat 
paper for the publication of time-tables. 
There are numerous other trains which leave 
Sandays whose time-tables can be utilized. 
There are regular steamboats and excursion 
steamboats. There u the Hyde Park dummy, 
with a magnificent opportunity for time-tables, — 
Oakland, Kenwood, Cleaverville, Reform School, 
and all the streets from Thirty-ninth to Sixtieth, 
including the parks. There is the North Side 
dummy, stopping all along the line from 
Wright's Grove to the cemetery, with the beer- 
shops thrown in, whose time-table would fill a 
column. The various borse-car and omnibus 
lines might be utilized as special trains, and, as 
more or less papers are carried upon them, by 
all means let us have their time-tables. Why 
not also give us the time-tables of such canal- 
boats as leave on Sunday mornings? Let 
it get up an ox-team express from Wells street 
to such points as cannot be reached by railroad, 
and map outa time-table for it. Anything for 
cheap enterprise. In the meantime, while the 
Times is engaged in printing the time-tables of 
the various regular trains which leave this city 
Sunday mornings, and in claiming them as its 
special trains, we are free to inform our readers 
that Taz Cuicaco Tammo will be delivered 
regularly from every train that now leaves 
Chicago Sunday mornings, and every other morn- 
ing in the week, and from every train that wi 
leave it in the future.

Now, the fact is that not one single case of 
assauit by a white man upon a negro bas been 
reported during the whole disturbance. While 
the negroes have been firing at each Other from 
safe distances, and making the streets of George- 
town bloodless battlefields, the whites have 
kept perfectly still. The State Government has 
been called upon to quell the disgraceful row 
among its supporters, and bas proved unable to 
raise one company of militia. Ne Executive 
has reduced stealing’to a fine art, but is unable 
to grapple with any other branch of the science 
of government. Thus, because a disturbance 
has been caused by two factions of negroes in a 
negro-ridden State, and because a set of negro 
officials have failed to suppress it, the white men 
of the South are denounced as murderous as- 
sassins and fomenters of bloody strife. We do 
not regard them as spotless angels. Neither do 
we, like the loyal press, regard them as devils in- 
carnate. 


THE NEW YORK SOUP-KITCHENS. 

Last winter during the panic, and while the 
poverty consequent thereon lasted, charity in 
New York took the form of the soup-xitchen. 
The soup-kitchen was created as an antidote 
to New York pauperism. It was supposed that 
the more soup-kitchens were established, the 
less pauperism there would be. But the more 
soup-kitchens were opened, the more paupers 
appeared. Soup-kitchens produced paupers. 
Men who had never been paupers before be- 
came such the moment soup-kitchens were es- 
tablished. Men who had blushed before to re- 
ceive aid from the public, blushed no longer 
when the soup-kitchen became a public instatu- 
tion. Wherever the soup-kitchen made its ap- 
pearance, the delicacy and self-respect of the 
poor immediately departed. The soup-kitchen was 
advertised, and imposters and vagrants found a 
means of support without the necessity of work- 
ing for a living. When those institutions were 
estabiished in New York City last winter, the 
beggars and paupers of all the surrounding 
country congregated there to enjoy the liberality 
so profusely offered. The streets were thronged 
with them. The station-houses were thronged 
with them. The alms-houses were filled with 
them, Of course pauperism seldom comes 
alone. Other evils are sure to follow it; and 
thieving and drunkenness kept pace with the in- 
crease in the number of soup-houses, in New 
York. 
The pressure of necessity sent a more respect- 
able class to these kitchens. The laborers from 
farms in the interior of New ‘York moved 
to the Metropolis, and, it is said, even 
from Boston and Pittsburg. Young men 
divided their time between the s »up-houses and 
houses of ill-fame and other places of a kindred 
character. Some families with à little money 
concluded that it would not be a. bad speculation 
to spend it for liquor, considering that the city 
kept them in food. But, worse than all this, 
some of the ablest-bodied \gorkingmen in the 
Metropolis, who might have earned respectable 
wages, had their food and lodging fernished at 
the public expense. They preferred to be sup- 
ported as paupers rather than submit to a re- 
duction of wages beyond what thev were before 
the panic. Small eatin g-houses for the poorer 
classes were almost ruir ed by the competition of 
the soup-kitchens. There were numberiess in- 
stances in which good situations were procured 
for young men and ywung girls who had been 
frequenting these plasses for relief; but.nothing 
could induce them to return to am honest way 
of living. Having tasted the sweets of pauper- 
ism, they could not, be reclaimed from its ways. 
Evidently charity is not, under every form, com- 
mendable. The. experience of New York ought 
to satisfy othe cities that the soup-kitchen is 
not a success, as a philanthropic institution. A 
better mea! ss for the propagation of pauperism 
could be hardly devised, according to the ex- 
perience of the New York people. 


"(HE CHINA-JAPANESE QUARREL. 
It would seem from yesterctiay’s dispatches 
that a contingency fearea for sane months past, 
viz. : a war between Japan and China, is now in- 
ev itable. The Chinese Government bas given the 
Japanese forces ninety days to withdraw from 
Formosa. Pending the notice, both countries 
are making extensive preparations for war. 
Formosa is an island iu the China Sea, with an 
| area of about 15,000 square miles and a popula- 
tion of 2,000,000. Parts of the island are very 
fertile, presenting the appearance of au immense 
garden. Rice, tobacco, coffee, ted; sugar, cot- 
ton, flax, silk, and other valuable commodities, 
are among the products. Its principal minerals 
are gold and coal. It sends annually to Chine 
vast quantities of sugar, beans, sulphur, cam- 
phor, and lumber. For a few hundred years the 
Chinese have emigrated extensively to the west- | 
ern part of the island. 
The aborigines are described by an American | 
officer who visited them in 1855 as men of large

chee k-bones, heavy jaws, coarse hair. They are 
very warlike and barbarous. Japan has long 
look ed with envious eyeson thisrich island. 
Not many months ago, under pretext of punish- 
ing che wild natives for ropbery and the murder 
of some shipwrecked men, the Government sent 
® large detachment of soldiers to the island. 
Fi om the very beginning of the movement, it 
W as plain that the Japanese contemplated its 
e onquest, though perhaps of that portion only 
\ ghich the Chinese had not taken possession of, 
which comprises all except the western part. It 
was announced that the Japanese Government 
contemplated the colonization of Formosa, and 
holding it as a pledge for the future good behav- 
ior of the aborigines. Since that time, and even 
for some time previous, shipa of war, soldiers, 
munitions, etc., etc., have been sent in large num- 
bers or quantities to Formosa. After the operations 
against the aborigines were suspended, it was 
observed that the main body of the Japanese re- 
mained encamped at Liankiao, on the island, 
with no apparent intention to vacate it. The 
Japanese claim that the Chinese have no claim 
whatever to the whole island, and that, if the 
Chinese want them to leave it, the Chinese must 
pay the expenses incurred by them in their ex- 
pedition against the aborigines. China has not 
ceased to protest against the encroachments of 
Japan. The representative of His Celestial 
Majesty, the Viceroy of Fohkien, has addressed 
4 .\ommaunication to the Japanese commander 


why his invasion and possession of Formose is 
unwarranted. He reminds the commander 
that, not long since, 4 treaty was concluded 
between China and Japan binding the 
two countries forever in the most friendly rela- 
tions. Spite of this, however, the Japanese 
commander had broken the law of nations and 
invaded a country belonging entirely to China. 
The Viceroy insists that the aborigines, their 
persous, property, and villages, belong to China; 
that there are clear proofs, dating from an- 
cient date, to that effect; that eighteen vil- 
lages in the southern part pay a yearly tribute 
to China of a thousand taels, and that there isa 
Chinese official at Taiwan charged with the ad- 
ministration of affairs for the aborigines in the 
southern and northern districts. From the latest 
accounts, we infer that these arguments have 
availed nothing, and that both countries will 
resort to war to settle the dispute between them.

THE FAMILISTERE AT GUISE. 

The thing bere indicated is as unknown in 
America as its name,—more so, in fact, fora 
number of Americans know enough French to 
interpret the word, while very few have read 
M. Godio’s Solutions Sociales” and so learned 
what his Familistere really is. He is an extensive 
manufacturer at Guise, France. Studying his 
employes’ modes of life, he became convinced 
that the principal evils of poverty were these: 

Lack of ability to secure good help,—cooks, 
nurses, doctors, etc. ; ° 

IIl-ventilated, ill-drained, ill-lighted homes; 

Distance from place of work for adults, and 
from schools for children ; 

Lack of moral amusements, and consequent 
temptations. 

This is certainly a comprehensive list of evils, 
The remedy must be comprehensive, too. 80 
M. Godin thought. The result of his thinking 
is tbe Familistere of Guise. In a large, well- 
kept park on the banks of the Oise, this great 
social palace stands. Hundreds of persons live 
in ite spacious rooms. Co-operative stores, and 
kitchens, and laundries supply their needs. 
Theatrical and concert troupes, formed among 
the inhabitants (all of whom are employes of 
M. Godin), furnish them with amusement. An 
excellent physician, a first-class druggist, and a 
corps of skilled nurses form the medical staff of 
the institution. The best of attendanee is thus 
within the reach of the poorest resident. Chil- 
dren are tenderly cared for while their parents 
are at work. The internal management 
of this curious home is in the 
hands of twelve men and twelve women. 
The men take charge of such matters as the 
formation of provident societies and the general 
amelioration of the workingman’s condition. 
They also consider questions in regard to wages 
thst may arise between M. Godin aad his em- 
ployes. The women supervise the quality of 
the goods furnished by the co-operative stores, 
oversee the arrangements for the care of the 
children, and make regulations for the general 
order and cleanliness. Crime is said to be un- 
known under the roof of the Familistere. If we 
hesitate to indorse this sweeping state ment, we 
may yet readily accept the assertion that the 
standard of morality and manners among the 
members of thie singular community is very 
much bigher than it usually is among persons of 
their position in life. M. Godin has given his 
employes all this without loss. The reuts pay a 
fair interest on the capitalinvested. This is by 
no means the chief return. Not to speak of the 
enormous gratuitous advertising he receives, he 
has secured the hearty good-will of his work- 
men, who labor with greater energy, greater 
honesty, greater care, and greater skill. Their 
increased efficiency is partly due to the fact that 
they share in the profits. Alter capital has been 
paid 15 per cent, and the men have received 
their ordinary wages, and a reserve-fund has 
beea set aside, the surplus is divided between 
capital, labor, and the reserve. The last gets 
one-third. The remaining two-thirds are divid- 
ed among capital and labor, in proportion to the 
eum each has already received. To illustrate, 
let the balance-sheet stand thus:

One-third of this sum ($8,000) is allotted to 
the reserve. The remainder ($16,000) is divided 
among capital and labor in the proportion of 6 
to 9. That is, capital receives $6,400 and labor 
#9,600. This bonus on labor is divided among 
the employes in proportion to the sum of the 
wages earned by each during the year. M. 
Godin finds thet the more he has done for his 
employes, the more they have done for him. 
His philanthropy yields handsome dividends. 

He has found imitators in England. We are 
not aware that he has in the United States.

It will be remembered that not loug since the 
managers of the Northern Pacific Road referred 
in very glowing terme to the garden of roses 
beyond the one-hundredth meridign west, as one 
of the inducements for bondholders, although 
the German experts had reported unfavorably.

Arthur Orton, in adhering as closely as be did to 
precedent, was unprepared to find that similar 
causes, under similar conditions, produce similar 
effects. 


It seems to be one of the monstrous deformi- 
ties of our social system that the insane, of all 
others the most helpless wards of humanity, 
should be perpetually at the mercy of corrupt 
and unscrupulous men. It is not for nothing 
that the asylums for these unfortunates are 
secluded from the public eye; itis not without 
purpose that their government is a mystery, 
and that ali matters pertaining to them are 
rehgiously concealed. Now and chen this veil is 
lifted by extraneous force, and it usually hap- 
pens that a mass of corruption is revealed 
which shocks and sickens the better sense 
of humanity. It is not for nothing, 
perhaps, that the Cleveland press complaips of 
secrecy, and irregularities under the cover of it, 
at the Ohio Asylum. The recent revelations 
made at the Kings County buildings, at Fiacbush, 
N. Y., are sufficient to justify the mutterings of 
the Cleveland papers. The Commissioners at 
the New York institution found that the unfor- 
tunate inmates had for a long time beea kept in 
2 state almost of starvation. Vegetables had 
been denied them; their animal food had been 
foul and putrid; the salt meats furnished them 
were revolting even to the sight; the 
butter sent to the Asylum was the scouring, 
probably, of hotel kitchens. This was bad 
enough, but not all. The gravest immoralities 
bad flourished in the Asylum. Male aud female 
attendants had mingled indiscrimivately, and 
even the engineers aud day-laborers were fur- 
nished wich keys to the female wards, which they 


entered at all hours of the day or night. Hu- 


manity revolts against such outrages as are here 
shadowed forth. Our own County Insane Asylum 
i pot above reproach in the matter of supplies 
to the inmates ; though, so far, none of the other 
abominable evidences of inhumanity come to 
light. This is an era of exposures ; the rotten- 
ness of our institutions is coming to light.

Spain numbers among its curses, in addition to 
Dou Carlos, Dorregaray, aud the inbereat orue l- 
ty of ite people, a system of brigandage of a 
bold but extremely polite order. A Mr. Arthur 
Hasleden, of London, writes to the Times, giv- 
ing his experience as a captive among brigands. 
He was traveling with his foreman to some mines 
in the Linares district, wher the bandits cap- 
tured him, and coolly demanded s ransom of 
£40,000. Mr. Hasleden laughed at the amount, 
and told his captors that they might save 
themselves the trouble of asking for 
it from his relatives by disposing of 
Bim at once. He consented, however, for 
form’s sake, to attach his signature to the 
demand made upon bis brothers, and remained 
with the brigands for nine days. At the expira- 
tion of this term the messenger dispatched for 
the ransom returned with a sumof money, 
and Mr. Hasleden was set at liberty. The chief 
brigand politely offered the captive a guide to 
his destination, promised him immunity from 
any other gang of thieves in the district, 
and made him a present of £6, with the remark 
that it would not be right for a caballero to 
go about without any money in his pocket. On 
reaching his brothers, Mr. Hasleden learned 
that 46.000 had been paid for his release, and 
was given to understand that the local 
Government would see that the firm did not 
stiffer pecuniary loss by the transaction. There 
is an air of romance about this adventure which 


is usually lacking in similar episodes in Greece 
and Italy. It exhibits a phase of Spanish char- 


acter as graceful as it is unexpected. 


Mr. Thomas Tooke, in his History of Prices,’, 


attributes the recent panic in this country to the 


fact that too much of our floating capital had 


been converted into fixed capital in railroad 
enterprises, and asserts that this was the cause 
of the financial crisis in England in 1847. En- 


gland recovered rapidly from the shock, and the 


United States, he predicts, will soon do the same 


thing. The Railway Monitor divides the rail- 
road development in this country into three 


stages, and shows that Mr. Tooke’s theory holds. 
The first period, between 1829 and 1849, but 
7,365 miles of railroad were built; 


even this slow progress was too much for the 


financial strength of the country, and the rail- 
road projectors were ruined. Then the simul- 


taneous flow of gold from California and Aus- 


tralia infused fresh strength into the civilized 
world, and at the end of the next period, in 1859, 
the total railroad mileage was 28,789 miles. 


The third period, which closed io 1873, found 2 


total of 71,565 miles of railroad, and the strength 
of the country is again exhausted. The present 
conditions differ from those of the firss period. 
Then we had the life-giving flow from the gold- 
mines; now we are struggling against the 
perilous excitement of paper-money inflation. 
The Moniior concludes that for many years to 
come the extension of our railroad system must 
stop. In the hurry of speculation the work has 
been poorly done, and the resources of the 
country must be expended in bettering what we 
bave, instead of adding to it. This advice is 
sound, and probably indicates the railroad pol- 


icy of the country for some time to come, for 


the reason that it is about the only policy left. 


Among the evils engendered by an irredeemable 
currency, not the least is an increase of pauper- 
ism. This result of the money ayed in blood 
has been pointed out ina paper on pauperism in 
the City of New York, read on May 22, 1874, by 
Dr. R. T. Davis, before the American Social 
Science Association. An irredeemabie cur- 
rency stimulates speculation, brings on 
financial panics, the destruction of 


loss of wealth to the wholesale discharge 
of laborers, and the wholesale discharge of 
laborers to pauperiam. The people of Chi- 
cago have had proof enough of the relation 
that subsists between panicsand poverty. They 
do not yet forget the demonstrations of the 
workingmen during the past winter. Not only 
have the workingmen themselves suffered,— 
their wives and children have suffered too. The 
extravagance of the rich, produced directly by 
the overiasue of paper mouey, is too easily imi- 
tated on a small scale by the poor. Under the 
influence of this extravagance, the reserved 
means of support for times of deprivation is 
taken away. pe

There have been a great many thiogs said about 
me. I now tell the truth in the sight of God, 
that John S. Glendenning is the father of my 
child. He has denied it, and still denies it; but 
he and no one else is the father of that chiid. 
He has said things against me; I was afraid of 
him, bat now I am not. He may have papers, 
but that does not clea> him.” 
This statement was taken down in pencil, and 
Mr. Aldridge left the house, and proceeded to 
his office to copy it in ink.

From the Memphis (Tenn.) Avalanche, Aug, 18. 

For years thé travel from West and Middle 
Tennessee and South Kentacky to Missouri and 
Northerm Arkansas has been via Nali’s Ferry, 
which crosses the Missiseippi River from Dar- 
nell's Landing to Point Pleasant, on the op- 
posite Missouri shore. This is the only avail- 
able crossing-point between Memphis and 
Cairo, and in consequence is largely patronized. 
Old Squire Robert Nall had the ferry for a long 
term of years, but of late bas turned it over to 
his son Albert. 
Not long ago, Gen. H. M. Darnefl, from 
whom the landing takes its name, and who is a 
large planter, thought the ferry business a good 
investment, and abtcordingly started one of his 
own in opposition to Nali’s. The General em- 
ployed two brothers named Coe and a young 
man named Cole to run his ferry for him. Both 
ferries have run along smoothly, the Nall ferry, 
perbaps, doing the most business. 
Last Saturday afternoon a large party of mov- 
ers from this State came to the ferry for trans- 
portation. Mr. Nall succeeded in engaging 
passage, when one of the Coe brothers came 
over to Nall’s boat and offered additional in- 
ducements for the movers to take his boat. This 
caused a quarrel, in the course of which Nall 
and Coe indulged in several harsh epithets. No 
blows were passed, however. : 
Gen. Darnell lives within a short distance o 
the ferry, and, hearing the wrangiing, came down 
to the boat. When he learned what was the 
matter, he turned to Coe and said: Why don't 
‘you kill the d—d — ofa —?” This led to an al- 
tercation between Nall and the General, which 
resuited in the former drawing a pistol aud 
shooting the General, the bali striking in the 
left brest near the heart, aud ranging downwards. 
When the General fell, the man Cole, who had 
come up by this time, drew his pistol and tiring 
brought young Nall to the ground. While on 
the ground. Nall raised his revolver, and taking 
a cool aim dropped Cole dead in his tracks. Ihen 
Coe, the man with whom be bad first had a dis- 
pute, pulled his pistol and shooting Nall where 
he lay, killed him. This ended the tragedy. Mr. 
Nall and Cole kilied and Gen. Darnell mortaliy 
wounded, and in all probability dead ere this. 
Gen. Darnell is a gentleman of about 65 years 
of age, a man of large propertv and unbounded 
hospitality. He had a very vindictive temper, 
and when once aroused it was uncontrollable, 
and has figured in several deadly feuds. He 
leaves a large family. 
Mr. Albert Nall, as stated, was a eon of Squire 
Robert Nall, an old and highly-esteemed citizen 
of Lake County. He was a man of about 30 
years and lesves a family. The Coes and Cole 
were but little known. 


A Lively Shooting Affray im a est 
Virginia Viliage. 
Logan Court-House, W. A. (Aug. 15), Correspondence 

of the New York Heraid, 
The followin g paragraph appeared in a West- 
ern paper in the shape of a special dispaich re- 
cently : 

Huwnrtine ton, W. Va., Aug. 8, 1874. 

We have intelligence here of a lively pistol and 
bowie-knife hop which took place at Logan Court- 
House yesterday. R. C. Williams, Prosecuting-Attor- 
ney, Frank Buskirk, and one Lawson are reported 
kilied, and Dave Stratton and several others badly 
hurt. The entertainment took place in the public 
street, and lasted some time. As usual, there was a 
lady in the case. 
The announcement of such a bloody tragedy, 
in which three men were reported killed aud 
others wounded, caused a Herald correspondent 
to be dispatched to the scene, with a view to 
ascertain what truth, if anv, there was in the 
above paragraph. After 300 miles of railroad 
travel the Herald representative arrived at the 
Capital of West Virginia, where he had to pro- 
cure a private conveyance to proceed across the 
Kanawha Valley and the western slope of the 
Alleghenies, a distance of 60 miles, to Logan 
Cou:t-House, «hich is situated close to the 
eastern border of Kentucky. Upon my arrival I 
found the little community still in a feverish 
state of excitement over what I ascertained to 
be a most bloody and murderous riot, having its 
origin in the alleged seduction of a young and 
handsome widow, a resident here. In order to 
give a clear conception of the affair it will be 
necessary to state briefly the ci:cumstances 
of a murder that occurred bere as far back as 
1870. During the month of May of that year 
the quiet mountaineers of this county were 
startied by the inteiligence that a murder had 
committed in this vicinity,—a most cold- 
blooded, deliberate, and foul murder. The 
victim of this tragedy was a well-known and es- 
teemed young maa, a storekeeper by profession, 
named Peter D. Morgan, who was singularly 
popular throughout the county, while the mur- 
derer was supposed to be ove Urias Bushkirk, a 
man of exceedingly bad reputation, and who, 
owing to former difficulties and recontres in 
which he frequently used the knife and pistol, 
bad to leave the country and seek an asylum for 
the time being in the Far West. Consequent upon 
the murder was the arrest of Bushkirk on the 
suspicion that be had committed the deed, aud 
this was almost confirmed beyond the question of 
a doubt by the developments that followed. Un- 
fortunately tor Bushkirk he had a very pretty, 
charming, end fascinating littie mountain wife, 
with whom report went to show and subsequent- 
ly facts to prove that Morgan had been too inti- 
mate. It was during ove of the periods of Bush- 
kirk’s involuntary exile that this intimacy was 
begun, but so attached had Mrs. Bushkirk be- 
come to her paramour that the liason was con- 
tinued after her husoand’s return.

He returued in 1872 and showed himself pub- 
licly in the neighborbood, when, as in duty 
bound, the aut i rearrested, and 
a trial was had. Among the witnesses at this 
trial was one R. C. Williams, a yoans ayer, 
who testified tosome of the threats irk 
had made against Morgan. The jury, however, 
disagreed, and the counsel moved for a change 
— and had his —— transf ' 

nty, where, after sev postpooements, it 
came on last March, resulting in another dis- 
agreement of the jury. k was then re- 
leased on bail, and returned here, where he most 
opportunely interposed and prevented a great 
deal of bloodshed on Tuesday last. The only 
connection this murder has with the affray of 
Tuesday lies in the fact that the origin of each 
was similar, the results nearly the same, and 
some of the principal characters figured in both. 

Peter D. Morgan, who was murdered by Bush- 
kirk in 1870, was a married man. Besides being 
the seducer of Bushkirk's wife, he was also, 
therefore, unfaithful to his marriage vows. His 
wife was quite young and pretty, and, as a moun- 
tain beauty, was the rival of Mrs. Bushkirk in 
their maiden days. This rivalry, which had 3 
cessation during their ea: ly married life, was re- 
newed when the one was a grass widow (by the 
de. rtion of ber husband), the other a in- 
deed. Both of them began to lead fast lives, 
and both of them had their respective train of 
admirers. Among the admirers of Ars. Morgan 
was R. C. Williams, now Prosecuting Attorney 
of Logan County, with whom she had ap amour 
of considerable duration. Williams. it will be 
recoliected, was one of the principal wit- 
nesses against Urias Bushkirk for the murder of 
Morgan. The fact of the incimacy of Willams 
with Mrs. Morgan having become a matter of no- 
toriety, it soon reached the ears of her brother, 
Guy Lawsop, who became fearfully incensed 
against Williams, and he resolved to call him to 
account for it. On Tuesday morning last. Guy 
Lawson met Williams in the street, or rather 
road, near the Court- House. A rencontre had 
been looked for between them and both were 
armed, as were also their friends on both sides, 
in anticipation of what here is designated live- 
ly times.” 

Lawson, confronting Williams, with bis right 
hand resting in an ominous way upon his bip, 


said, “You villain, you have debauched my 
Bist 8 you're a low-lived scoundrel and a 
coward.” 


Willams responded in the same heated and 
vehement maoner, ‘* You're a har, or any other 
man that says so, and Im ready to give you or 
any of your friends all the satisfaction you 
want.” 

Upon this Lawson struck at Williams, the lat- 
ter returoing the blow, and a brief fisticuff fight 
followed, when the combatanis both drew their 
pistols, and flriug began. The friends of both 
parties by this time arrived at the „ aod an 
indiscriminate fusilade took place. Frauk Bush- 
kirk, a brother of Urias Bashkirk. came to the 
aid of Lawson, and a brother of Williams came 
to his aid. In addition to these, a number of 
others rushed upon the scene, all of them ready 
as occasion required to espouse the cause of 
either of the combatants. The affray by this 
time had reached its highest pitch, and the yells 
of the combatants and the rapid pistol shots, 
with the n positions of the 
parties, made a spectacle long to be remem- 
bered at Logan Court House. R. C. Willams 
shot and laid Guy Lawson hors du combat, 
while Frank Bushkirk shot and severely 
wounded both the Williamses. Blood flowed free- 
ly on all sides, and at one time in the melee, 
2 of the principals were laid out iu the 
street ina most teriible condition, still firing 
and fighting with the ferocity and madness of 
the most b'oodthiraty savages. Just at this 
juncture, and when the fight bad reached its 
most bloody phase, Urias Bushkirk suddenly ap- 
peared op the scene, revolver in hand, accompa- 
nied by his wife, and springing directly between 
the combatants shouted, ** Stop this ! By G—d, 
III kill the first man who fires a shot!” This, 
coming from a man known to be desperate and 
‘aman of bis word on such occasions, bad a 
magical effect, and the belligerent spirit of all 
parties at once subsided. Not another pistol 
was dischargéd, and the most serene quiet 
reigned where, but a moment before, all was 
turbulence, noise, and disorder. Buskirk was 
highly commended for this action, as ina mom- 
ment more a host of friends of both parties, 
who rushed to the spot and were only too 
eager to join in the affray, would have been in- 
voived, and several ves might have been sacri- 
ticed 


It was thought at first that both Williams and 
Lawson were killed outright, but that was a mis- 
take. Lawson was shot in the right breast, near 
the heart, and is not likely to recover. C. R. 
Willams was shot under tug left eye, the ball 
passing down into his mouth, knocking out, io 
its course, several of his teeth, R. R. Williame, 
bis brother, was shot in the left leg; and a man 
named Durgess was shot benind the left ear, but 
the bali did not enter the skull. Nearly all of 
the parties have been arrested. It is stated that 
several of them weie under the influence of 
whisky at the time of the fight; but it is also 
feared the master is so complicated about the 
women, that feud may be rene wed at any time 
by the friends of either party. The excitement 
st. II continues here without a jot of abatement 
since the fight. 


An Absconded Ganker. 
Storm Lake, Ia, (Aua.17.), Correspondence of the Du- 
b Herald, 


This town has been the scene of the wildest 
excitement during the past two days. On Fri- 
day last the well-known banking firm of Barton 
& Hobtes failed, and defranded its depositors 
out of $22,000. Their deposits were principally 
from Buena Vista, Ida, ard Sac Counties. Of 
this amount, some $8,000 were in schoo! funds 
and taxes that had been collected, and thus 
every taxpayer is made a sufferer. The bal- 
ance was in private deposits, amounting to some 
$14,000. Among these are many cases of indi- 
vidual hardships that go to awaken public 
svmpathy and fan the flame of excitement 
already kindled. One of these was that of a 
poor blind man named Barnsback, who had 
#250, who bed this amount on deposit, and is all 
be haas in the world. Another is that of a poor oid 
cripple, of some 60 years of age, named Stratton, 
who had $350 in the bank, and the logs of this, 
the poor old man claims, will ruin him. 
He has a large family dependent upon him, and 
this $350 is all the money he had in the world. 
The presence and clamor of these two parties in 
the crowd excited a good deal of pity for them 
and indignation against the defaulters who had 
ewindled them. 

When the crowd became convinced that there 
was no show of getting anything from the bank, 
a rush was made by the large and excited crowd 
that had now gathered for L. J. Barton, the 
senior member of the firm, who, it is evident, 

has been the principal if not the only scoundrel 
and swindler in the concern. Hobbs, the junior 
member, claims that he has had nothing to do 
with the banking department for a yéar past. 

He claims that he was wholly and totaliy ignorant
